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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's reason for allowance: 

a. Regarding claims 1 and 9, the combination of Nachef (U.S. 20020137545 A1), 
(hereinafter Nachef) and Proust et al. (US 6,216,014), (hereinafter, Proust) teaches 
remotely accessing an integrated circuit such a Sim card and further managing 
application files on the Sim card (See Examiner's Office Action). 

The instant invention specifically deals with remotely accessing and managing of 
an array of a specified application on an integrated circuit card (See claims 1 and 9, and 
interview summary of 01/1 2/201 0). 

Although the combination of Nachef and Proust deals with remote access and 
management of application files on a Sim card, however, the combination of Nachef and 
Proust fails to teach a remote access and management of array of specific application 
on an integrated circuit card as specifically set forth in claims 1 and 9. 

b. All the dependent claims are also allowed based on the dependencies on their 
respective independent claims. 

c. An additional reason for allowance is based on an extensive and thorough 
prosecution records which include all of the Applicant's remarks concerning the 
patentability of the invention.
